Once inside the cage they 
were al required to squat on 
the floor from 6 ofclock in. the 
morning to 9 o'clock at night, 
with brief intervals when taty 
were allowed to shuffle arcund. 
Strict silence was enforced, and 
no reading: or other kind of 
mental or physical occupation 
Was allowed, One was Hable to 
be beaten by the guards for 
leaning: against the wall or put- 
ting one’s fret out.

The whole place was vermin.

The F.A.O, is fortunate | In its 
leader. Sir John Boyd Orr is 
generally recognised as the 
world’s greatest expert on nutrl- 
tlonal matters. His work {n Bri- 
tain during the decade before the 
Second World War helped to found 
the basis for the wartime system 
of food control in Britain, ‘This in 
turn has created a great and 
coherent body of experience on 
which every food planning system 
in future can draw. Since useful 
lessons can be learned from Bri- 
tain’s wartime food economy, St 
is worth while to look at the re- 
view of this system and its results 
which has just been published. 


Britain Tackles 
The Task 


Before the Second World War, 
Britaln had been in the habit of 
{mporting about two-thirds of its 
food supplics from overseas. The 
war cut off the sources of much of 
this imported supply, and sharply 
reduced the shipping space and 
manpower avaliable to carry the 
rest. Thus Britain was faced with 
a food shortage at a time when 
the nation needed better nourish- 
ment than ever in order to fulfll 
the strenuous demands imposed by 
Its intensive war effort. To nect 
the problem, the basis’ of the na- 
tional food economy was comptete- 
ly changed. 5 

In the first place, production at 
home was practically doubled by 
the increased utilisation of land 
by mechanisation and by the In- 
troduction of the most scientific 
methods,’ This filled the greater 
part of the gap Ieft by the reduc- 
tion of imports. Next, fmports 
were completely reorganised {n or- 
der to get the maximum nutri- 
tionol = effect. from that 4 still 
imported, Only such commodities 
were Imported as ylelded.a very 
high: food ‘value in relation ‘to 
shipping space used, Animal feed- 
ing stuffs were almost eliminated. 
eggs were imported in powderdd 
form, and so on. Again, a. con- 
plex and .akisful systers of ration-~ 
ing and price control secured falr 
distribution of available suopli¢s 
to-all classes of the population. 
The feeding habits of. the pop da- 
tlon were .reorganised by a .m- 
bination of dictotic education, and, 
finally. ‘nqvailable foods | were 
selentificalty treated where’ neces- 
sary. in ‘order’ to provide’ the vita-

the inevitable cutting off of frni 
consumption—while the dict a’ 
middle class consumers’ ‘liffered 
very little from that of workin, 
class ones, 


The effects of this are reflecter 
in the figures of national henlt 
just published by the Chief Medi 
cal Officer of Britnin’s Ministry 0° 
Health. The birthrate rose dur 
ing the war to its highest leve’ 
for. nearly ‘20. years; chil’ 
mortality due to disease waa th’ 
lowest ever recorded; materna’ 
mortality was reduced to litt’ 
more than half of the prewar 
ficure; infant mortality fell bv 
about eight per cent; and th: 
average keight and wetjht 9” 
children is greater than ever, Th: 
report war able to deserihe the 
British peonjp ns “touch and re. 
sistant, with high morale.”
